The two than practiced 
surveillance on each other on two different occasions for 15 to 20 oinutca 
each and then on two unsuspecting Germans for about 15 minutes each. The pusv 
pose was to acquaint AECAS3CWAHY 43 with the practical aspects of being 
followed and the difficulties of survellltog* In view of Headquarters* deci- 
sion not to make AECASSO^fABY 43 witting of KOSARK* it was decided not to engage 
to further training. Tills would have required the introduction of staff or 
contract personnel into the picture and risked revealing to AEC&33G&AKY 43 
the existence of a professional group behind AECASS WAHSf 29. ARCASSQfefAHY 29 
was concsrosd at taking this risk and could not himself provide trained sur- 
veillanta. ABCASSOWAHY 29 believes* however, that APCAS80&AIS£ 43 would pro- 
bably have spotted surveillance except of a real professional calibre. We 
do not hold as high an opinion of ABGA3SG&AHY 43*s ability to detect surveil- 
lance under Soviet conditions and feel that it could be possible that A/43 
was surveilled without his knowledge.
